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Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1-4 have been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) The invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international 
application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Paping (U.S 
20030225711). 

As per claims 1-4, Paping discloses a computer system that relates to postage indicia 
printed on mail items and more particularly, to use of such postal indicia as a means to bill a 
postal use. The system comprises of the following: 

• A postage meter device (page 3, \ 30-3 1) 

• Financial (page 4, \ 47) and accounting (page 2, 1f 17, page 5, claim 1) aspects 

• Uses encryption to secure data (page 3, f 37-38). The encrypted data can be related to 
any aspects of business such as financial/accounting or user validation. The objective is 
to secure transmitted data throughout the system. 

• Remote wireless network (page 2, f 23) with interface such as a PDA (page 3, \ 35)

disclosure. 

• Obrea (US 20040230542) - System useful in systems including those for providing 
funds accounting devices and more particularly is useful in systems including those 
for providing for accounting of postage and evidence of postage. 

• Mohan (US 20010013025) - System for providing secure access and execution of 
application software stored on a first computer by a second computer using a 
communication device while a communication link is maintained between the first 
and second computers
